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DETAILED ACTION 

This application claims benefit to provisional applications 60/174,383, filed January 4, 
2000 and 60/174,424, filed January 4, 2000. 

Applicants' supplemental amendment filed November 9, 2005, has been received and 
entered. Claims 1-95 have been canceled. Claims 96-108 have been added. Claims 96-108 are 
pending. 

Examiner's Comment 
The allowance was withdrawn because of patentability issues not previously made of 
record. Specifically, the recitation of the term "about" into the claim(s) was considered new 
matter under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph. AppUcants' requested that alternative language 
finding literal support in the specification be considered before another action on the merits be 
mailed. During an interview with Ms. Kitchell, specific language in the specification was 
indicated and reviewed in light of the claimed invention. Examiner reviewed a draft set of 
claims and indicated that the proposed claims addressed the issues raised by the office, and did 
noted other minor issues regarding the patentability of the claims. Applicants' indicated that a 
supplemental amendment would be sent reflecting the Examiner's comments. See also Interview 
summary. 



Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The amendment to the claims have addressed the basis of the rejections set forth 35 USC 
112, first paragraph, of new matter. The claims now recite specific limitations hterally supported 
by the instant specification. Further, it is noted that the specific limitations of 10 and 15 
passages, or 14, 20 or 30 doublings, enconpass a range of cell culturing steps that was not 
suggested in the prior art. To the contrary, the prior art supported the use of cells wherein the 
cell is passaged as few times as possible. It is noted that the use of donor cells that are serum 
starved cells and in a quiescent state was known in the prior art (see for exanple, Stice et al IDS 
reference), however the prior art does not specifically teach or make obvious the specific 
conditions of using cells that have been passaged ten times or more, or analogously, for 14 or 
more doublings. Moreover, the practice of the methodology in bovine resulted in unexpected 
results of increasing the pregnancy rate as well as an increase in the calving rate as evidenced by 
the efficiency of 64% at ten passages provided in the working example.
